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Fiscal Court discusses ‘Work Ready’ 
designation at monthly meeting

The Hickman County Fiscal Court 
met in regular session on Thursday, 
March 12 at the County Judge/ 
Executive’s office. 

After conducting routine business 
such as the approval of minutes 
from the previous meeting and the 


financial report, the fiscal court heard 
a presentation from Heather Elliot, 
an account representative for Peel 
and Holland. The fiscal court voted 
to name Peel and Holland the Agent 
of Record for the county’s employee 
insurance policy. Previously, Fred 
Biggs of Biggs Insurance in Mayfield 
was the county’s Agent of Record. 


Judge/Executive Kenny Wilson 
gave the magistrates a report on 
“Work Ready Community.” 

“It’s a designation our county needs 
to attain,” he said. “I think our county 
is embracing it.” 

He briefly explained that the “Work 
Ready” designation is a tool created by 
the Kentucky Workforce Investment 


Board and the Kentucky Education 
and Workforce Development Cabinet 
to help prospective employers 
determine what areas will be the best 
fit for their enterprise. He said that 
there are several different criteria 
for the designation, some of which 
Hickman County meets and some it 
does not. 


The designation requires certain 
levels of high school graduation 
rates, college and career readiness, 
and broadband accessibility. Hickman 
County meets these three standards, 
having the highest level of College 
and Career Readiness in the state,

Columbus to 
hire city attorney

The Columbus City Council voted 
Monday night to hire local attorney 
Mary Potter as their city attorney for a 
retainer fee of $75 per month. 

The vote came after discussion at the 
council’s monthly meeting. Normally 
meeting on the first Monday night of 
each month, the council postponed the 
March meeting because of illness and 
weather; in April, the council meeting 
will go back to the first Monday. 

Mayor Kay Ferguson said that 
she had spoken with Potter Monday 
morning and reported that Potter said 
she would be glad to serve as the city’s 
attorney and gave the option of either 
paying a $75 monthly retainer fee or 
$175 per hour for legal services. 

After a short discussion, the council 


voted unanimously and chose the 
retainer route, to pay $75 per month. 

The council then discussed an 
upcoming webinar with the Kentucky 
League of Cities designed to update and 
train the councilmembers on laws and 
regulations regarding open meetings 
and open records, and properly 
conducting of meetings. The council 
voted to take part in the training, which 
is on Tuesday, March 31, from 2 to 4 
p.m., will cost the city only $15. 

Hickman County Magistrate Henry 
Cole attended the meeting and spoke 
to the council about the interlocal 
agreement that Hickman County 
Attorney Jason Batts is drafting. He 
said that the purpose of the agreement is 
to enable the county to assist Columbus

County to lease 
new road grader 

4-year lease will cost $78,720

The Hickman County Fiscal Court 
voted Thursday night to lease a new 
road grader for the Hickman County 
Road Department. 

“Ours is on its third or fourth 
transmission and is only two-wheel 
drive, so it can’t push snow,” Hickman 
County Judge Executive Kenny Wilson 
said during the meeting. He mentioned 
that the county’s current grader was out 
of operation due to a part that needed 
replacement. He referred to Hickman 
County Road Foremen Shadd Byassee 
for confirmation. 

“The part that needs to be replaced is 
not an expensive one, but it takes a lot 
of time and work to get to it,” Byassee 
said. He mentioned that this is not the 
first time this part has needed to be 
replaced, and that it is a wear item that 
wears down over time and use. 

The fiscal court voted to give Wilson 
authority to execute a lease contract 
with Erb Equipment for a 2015 John

Deere 672G motor grader with six- 
wheel drive. The 235 horsepower, 
27,600-pound machine will cost the 
county $78,720 over the next four 
years by way of 48 monthly payments 
of $1,640. At the end of the four years, 
the lease will expire. 

Magistrate Irvin Stroud made the 
motion to lease the grader, with 
Magistrate Kory Naranjo’s second. 
Magistrate Henry Cole abstained from 
the vote. 

Wilson said that he expects it will 
take about two months to obtain 
possession of the grader.

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Tornadoes 

March is Severe Weather Awareness Month

• They may strike quickly, with little or no 
warning. 

• They may appear nearly transparent 
until dust and debris are picked up or a 
cloud forms in the funnel. 

• The average tornado moves South¬ 
west to Northeast, but tornadoes have 
been known to move in any direction. 

• The average forward speed of a torna¬ 
do is 30 mph, but may vary from stationary 
to 70 mph. 

• Tornadoes can accompany tropical 
storms and hurricanes as they move onto 
land. 

• Waterspouts are tornadoes that form 
over water. 

• Tornadoes are most frequently report¬ 
ed east of the Rocky Mountains during 
spring and summer months. 

• Peak tornado season in the southern 
states is March through May; in the north¬ 
ern states, it is late spring through early 
summer. 

• Tornadoes are most likely to occur 
between 3 pm and 9 pm, but can occur at 
any time. 


Governor Steve Beshear has 
declared the month of March 
as Severe Weather Awareness 
Month in Kentucky. Now is 
the time for all Kentuckians 
to prepare themselves and 
their homes for severe 
weather, including tornadoes, 
flash floods, and severe 
thunderstorms. 

Each week during the month 
of March, The Carlisle Weekly 
will highlight specific areas 
of severe weather threats 
to our area. This week, we 
discuss the hazards and risks 
associated with thunderstorms 
and lightning. Last week, we 
featured severe floods. Next 
week’s issue will contain 
information on tornadoes, 
severe weather notifications 
will be highlighted in the March 
24 issue, and we’ll wrap up the 
month with a detailed article on 
emergency kits on March 31. 

Tornadoes: 

Tornadoes are nature’s 
most violent storms. Spawned 
from powerful thunderstorms, 
tornadoes can cause fatalities 
and devastate a neighborhood 
in seconds. A tornado appears 
as a rotating, funnel-shaped 
cloud that extends from a 
thunderstorm to the ground with 
whirling winds that can reach 
300 miles per hour. Damage 
paths can be in excess of one 
mile wide and 50 miles long. 
Every state is at some risk from 
this hazard. Some tornadoes 
are clearly visible, while rain 
or nearby low-hanging clouds 
obscure others. Occasionally, 
tornadoes develop so rapidly that 
little, if any, advance warning is 
possible. Before a tornado hits, 
the wind may die down and 
the air may become very still. 
A cloud of debris can mark the 
location of a tornado even if a 
funnel is not visible. Tornadoes 
generally occur near the trailing 
edge of a thunderstorm. It is not 
uncommon to see clear, sunlit 
skies behind a tornado. 

Before a Tornado 

To begin preparing, you 
should build an emergency 
kit and make a family 
communications plan. 

Listen to NOAA Weather 
Radio or to commercial radio 
or television newscasts for 
the latest information. In any 
emergency, always listen 
to the instructions given by 
local emergency management 
officials. 

Be alert to changing 
weather conditions. Look for 
approaching storms. 

Look for the following danger 
signs: 

Dark, often greenish sky 

Large hail 

A large, dark, low-lying cloud 
(particularly if rotating) 

Loud roar, similar to a freight 
train. 

If you see approaching storms 
or any of the danger signs, 
be prepared to take shelter 
immediately. 

During a Tornado 

If you are under a tornado 
warning, seek shelter 

immediately! Most injuries 
associated with high winds are 
from flying debris, so remember 
to protect your head. 

If you are in: 

A structure (e.g. residence, 
small building, school, nursing 
home, hospital, factory, 

shopping center, high-rise 

building) 

Go to a pre-designated area 
such as a safe room, basement, 
storm cellar, or the lowest 
building level. If there is no 
basement, go to the center of 
a small interior room on the 
lowest level (closet, interior 
hallway) away from corners, 
windows, doors, and outside 
walls. Put as many walls as 
possible between you and the 
outside. Get under a sturdy 
table and use your arms to 
protect your head and neck. 

In a high-rise building, 
go to a small interior room or 
hallway on the lowest floor 
possible. 

Put on sturdy shoes. 

Do not open windows. 

A manufactured home or 


office 

Get out immediately and go 
to a pre-identified location such 
as the lowest floor of a sturdy, 
nearby building or a storm 
shelter. Mobile homes, even if 
tied down, offer little protection 
from tornadoes. 

The outside with no 
shelter 

If you are not in a sturdy 
building, there is no single 
research-based recommendation 
for what last-resort action to 
take because many factors can 
affect your decision. Possible 
actions include: 

Immediately get into a 
vehicle, buckle your seat belt 
and try to drive to the closest 
sturdy shelter. If your vehicle 
is hit by flying debris while you 
are driving, pull over and park. 

Take cover in a stationary 
vehicle. Put the seat belt on and 
cover your head with your arms 
and a blanket, coat or other 
cushion if possible. 

Lie in an area noticeably 
lower than the level of the 
roadway and cover your head 
with your arms and a blanket, 
coat or other cushion if possible. 

In all situations: 

Do not get under an overpass 
or bridge. You are safer in a 
low, flat location. 

Never try to outrun a tornado 
in urban or congested areas in a 
car or truck. Instead, leave the 
vehicle immediately for safe 
shelter. 

Watch out for flying debris. 
Llying debris from tornadoes 
causes most fatalities and 
injuries. 

After a Tornado 

Injury may result from the 
direct impact of a tornado or 
it may occur afterward when 
people walk among debris 
and enter damaged buildings. 
A study of injuries after a 
tornado in Marion, Illinois, 
showed that 50 percent of the 
tornado-related injuries were 
suffered during rescue attempts, 
cleanup and other post-tornado 
activities. Nearly a third of the 
injuries resulted from stepping 
on nails. Because tornadoes 
often damage power lines, gas 
lines or electrical systems, there 
is a risk of fire, electrocution 
or an explosion. Protecting 
yourself and your family 
requires promptly treating any 
injuries suffered during the 
storm and using extreme care to 
avoid further hazards. 

Injuries 

Check for injuries. Do not 
attempt to move seriously 
injured people unless they are 
in immediate danger of further 
injury. Get medical assistance 
immediately. If someone has 
stopped breathing, begin CPR if 
you are trained to do so. Stop 
a bleeding injury by applying 
direct pressure to the wound. 


Have any puncture wound 
evaluated by a physician. If 
you are trapped, try to attract 
attention to your location. 

General Safety Precautions 

Here are some safety 
precautions that could help you 
avoid injury after a tornado: 

• Continue to monitor 
your battery-powered radio 
or television for emergency 
information. 

• Be careful when entering 
any structure that has been 
damaged. 

• Wear sturdy shoes or boots, 
long sleeves and gloves when 
handling or walking on or near 
debris. 

• Be aware of hazards from 
exposed nails and broken glass. 

• Do not touch downed power 
lines or objects in contact with 
downed lines. Report electrical 
hazards to the police and the 
utility company. 

• Use battery-powered 
lanterns, if possible, rather 
than candles to light homes 
without electrical power. If you 
use candles, make sure they 
are in safe holders away from 
curtains, paper, wood or other 
flammable items. Never leave 
a candle burning when you are 
out of the room. 

• Never use generators, 
pressure washers, grills, camp 
stoves or other gasoline, 
propane, natural gas or 
charcoal-burning devices inside 
your home, basement, garage or 
camper - or even outside near 
an open window, door or vent. 
Carbon monoxide (CO) - an 
odorless, colorless gas that can 
cause sudden illness and death 
if you breathe it - from these 
sources can build up in your 
home, garage or camper and 
poison the people and animals 
inside. Seek prompt medical 
attention if you suspect CO 
poisoning and are feeling dizzy, 
light-headed or nauseated. 

• Hang up displaced telephone 
receivers that may have been 
knocked off by the tornado, but 
stay off the telephone, except to 
report an emergency. 

• Cooperate fully with public 
safety officials. 

• Respond to requests for 
volunteer assistance by police, 
fire fighters, emergency 
management and relief 
organizations, but do not go 
into damaged areas unless 
assistance has been requested. 
Your presence could hamper 
relief efforts and you could 
endanger yourself. 

Inspecting the Damage 

• After a tornado, be aware of 
possible structural, electrical or 
gas-leak hazards in your home. 
Contact your local city or 
county building inspectors for 
information on structural safety 
codes and standards. They 
may also offer suggestions on 
finding a qualified contractor to 
do work for you. 


• In general, if you suspect 
any damage to your home, shut 
off electrical power, natural gas 
and propane tanks to avoid fire, 
electrocution or explosions. 

• If it is dark when you are 
inspecting your home, use a 
flashlight rather than a candle or 
torch to avoid the risk of fire or 
explosion in a damaged home. 

• If you see frayed wiring or 
sparks, or if there is an odor 
of something burning, you 
should immediately shut off the 
electrical system at the main 
circuit breaker if you have not 
done so already. 

• If you smell gas or suspect 
a leak, turn off the main gas 
valve, open all windows and 
leave the house immediately. 
Notify the gas company, the 
police or fire departments, or 
State Lire Marshal’s office and 
do not turn on the lights, light 
matches, smoke or do anything 
that could cause a spark. Do not 
return to your house until you 
are told it is safe to do so. 

Safety During Clean Up 

• Wear sturdy shoes or boots, 
long sleeves and gloves. 

• Learn proper safety 
procedures and operating 
instructions before operating 
any gas-powered or electric- 
powered saws or tools. 

• Clean up spilled medicines, 
drugs, flammable liquids and 
other potentially hazardous 
materials. 

Build a Safe Room 

Extreme windstorms in many 
parts of the country pose a 
serious threat to buildings and 
their occupants. Your residence 
may be built “to code” but that 
does not mean it can withstand 
winds from extreme events 
such as tornadoes and major 
hurricanes. The purpose of a 
safe room or a wind shelter is 
to provide a space where you 
and your family can seek refuge 
that provides a high level of 
protection. You can build a safe 
room in one of several places in 
your home. 

• Your basement 

• Atop a concrete slab-on- 
grade foundation or garage 
floor. 

• An interior room on the first 
floor. 

Safe rooms built below 
ground level provide the greatest 
protection, but a safe room built 
in a first-floor interior room 


also can provide the necessary 
protection. Below-ground 
safe rooms must be designed 
to avoid accumulating water 
during the heavy rains that often 
accompany severe windstorms. 

To protect its occupants, 
a safe room must be built to 
withstand high winds and flying 
debris, even if the rest of the 
residence is severely damaged 
or destroyed. Consider the 
following when building a safe 
room: 

• The safe room must be 
adequately anchored to resist 
overturning and uplift. 

• The walls, ceiling and door 
of the shelter must withstand 
wind pressure and resist 
penetration by windborne 
objects and falling debris. 

• The connections between 
all parts of the safe room must 
be strong enough to resist the 
wind. 

• Sections of either interior 
or exterior residence walls that 
are used as walls of the safe 
room must be separated from 
the structure of the residence 
so that damage to the residence 
will not cause damage to the 
safe room.

with projects and some needed 
services, primarily road 
maintenance during storms. 

Cole said the fiscal court 
is scheduled to review the 
agreement at their next 
meeting and will likely sign 
the document, then send it to 
Columbus for the council to 
review and take any action. 

He said that there should be 
no reason for Columbus not to 
enter into the agreement with 
the county, since any assistance 
would only come at the request 
of Columbus officials. Once 
the agreement is in place, the 
county will be able to help the 
city at the officials’ request; if 
the agreement is not in place, he 
said, the county will not legally 
be able to provide assistance, 
even if the city asks for it. 

The recent assistance of snow 
removal, Cole said, that the 
county road department gave 


Columbus was possible due 
to the declaration of a state of 
emergency by the governor, and 
that without such emergency 
status in place, the road 
department would not have been 
able to provide that assistance. 

He said that if the agreement 
is signed and Columbus requests 
assistance, they will know 
reimbursement costs to the 
county before work begins. He 
said the hourly price schedule 
for services will come straight 
from the state pricing list for 
labor and different types of 
equipment. 

Cole said that he thought there 
might be some concern that the 
county would come in and do 
work that the city did not want 
done, thereby depleting the 
city’s road fund. Even with the 
agreement in place, he said, the 
city might never need or request 
help. Having the agreement in 


place simply leaves the city’s 
options open. 

Columbus resident Louis 
Peeler attended the meeting 
and asked what is known 
about the status of the city’s 
scattered housing block grant 
application. City Clerk Melissa 
Griffith said she spoke with 
grant representatives Monday 
morning and for some reason, to 
date, no applications have either 
been confirmed or denied. 

She said results of grant 
applications are normally 
known earlier in the year, and 
the process never takes this 
long. Columbus applied for $1 
million in the grant application 
to rehabilitate and reconstruct 
houses in the city. 

The council adjourned to 
meet next on Monday, April 
6, at 6 p.m. at Columbus City 
Hall. 
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FRANKFORT, Ky. 

(March 13, 2015) - The 
Senate worked overtime 
to accomplish as much as 
possible this short week, 
staying until nearly midnight 
on Wednesday, with the goal 
to find some compromise 
with the House on important 
measures 
in proposed 
bills. Some 
bills did 
not make it 
through the 
process and 
others are 
still being 
discussed 
and 
debated. Overall the Senate 
passed several key pieces 
of legislation this 30-day 
session. 

One major issue that 
is still being debated in 
committee is how to address 
the scourge of heroin that is 
ravaging Kentucky. Senate 
Bill 5, which I co-sponsored, 
passed the Senate with bi¬ 
partisan support early in the 
session and was sent to the 
House, just as the Senate 
did in the 2014 session. 
The Senate version of the 
bill gives much needed aid 
to those struggling to fight 
heroin addiction, while 
serving justice to criminals 
who deal in this terrible 
drug that destroys so many 
individuals and families. 

Last year, the bill was 
held up by the House until 
the waning hours, making 
it impossible to have 
meaningful discussion or 
cast votes. This year, the 
Senate again provided the 
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heroin bill to the House in 
a timely manner, but we 
are running out of time and 
still have no agreement. A 
committee comprised of 
Senate and House members 
will continue to discuss 
and debate the bill during 
the veto period, and I am 
hopeful that House members 
will join the Senate in 
doing the right thing for all 
Kentuckians. The Senate 
President has taken the 
unusual step of serving on 
the committee, which is 
an indication that the bill 
has the full support of the 
Senate. 

Another important issue 
the Senate is committed to 
resolving is the systemic 
problem in the Kentucky 
Teachers’ Retirement System 
(KTRS). This week the 
Senate passed House Bill 4 
with a committee substitute 
that would establish a task 
force to examine KTRS, 
rather than issuing bonds 
that would be a short¬ 
term fix and raise concerns 
about borrowing funds for 
an already underfunded 
system. I am confident a 
task force will develop a 
set of recommendations for 
the Senate and the House 
to consider that can resolve 
the pension shortfall, like 
the task force that studied 
the Kentucky Employees 
Retirement System (KERS). 

A bill that would put a 
constitutional amendment 
on the 2016 ballot to allow 
local governments, with the 
approval of voters, to set 
a temporary local tax for 
certain projects, commonly 
known as Local Investments 
for Transformation (LIFT), 
has not been heard in 
the Senate State & Local 
Government Committee 
as of yet. While I have 
strongly encouraged my 
Senate colleagues to hear 
this bill in committee this 
year, the sentiment of the 
majority is that there are 
other important issues that 
need to be addressed this 
session. I am disappointed 
it has not been heard, and I 
will continue to do what I 
can to support the measure. 

Other important 
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legislation continues to be 
discussed including Senate 
Bill 115, Books for Brains, 
a bill that I sponsored, and 
which passed the House last 
week 99-0. The Senate is 
currently working through 
a House amendment and 
I am hopeful that we can 
come to an agreement. 
This bill would provide 
the mechanisms to build 
comprehensive programs 
for creating appreciation 
of books while fostering a 
love of reading in Kentucky 
pre-school children. Studies 
show a direct correlation 
between strong reading 
skills and success in all 
academic disciplines, and 
show that the earlier children 
are exposed to books and 
encouraged to read, the 
better their chances are of 
developing strong reading 
skills. Strong reading skills 
help students succeed in 
all aspects of academics, 
including math and science, 
so Books for Brains is a 
“no-brainer” in terms of 
what it can do to help better 
Kentucky families. 

The General Assembly 
is now recessed for the 
Governor’s veto period 
and will return on March 
23 for the final two days 
of the 2015 Session to 
consider any vetoes by the 
Governor and to possibly 
pass additional legislation. 
While consensus hasn’t yet 
been reached on important 
bills like the one dealing 
with heroin, for instance, 
I remain hopeful that the 
House will work with the 
Senate on this and other 
unresolved issues.

FRANKFORT, Ky. - Hunters 
who plan to purchase certain 
Kentucky licenses and permits 
need to be aware of changes in 
the way users buy these licenses 
or permits beginning in the 2015 
license year. 

Previously, hunters who 
bought a Kentucky Migratory 
Game Bird - Waterfowl Hunting 
Permit or aKentucky Sportsman’s 
License or a senior/disabled 
license were asked a series of 
questions about the previous 
year’s harvest of migratory 
game birds such as doves, ducks, 
geese, woodcock or snipe. These 
questions comprise the Harvest 
Information Program or H.I.P. 

Now, buyers of these licenses 
and permits must to go online or 
make a phone call and fill out 
the H.I.P. questions before they 
are legal migratory bird hunters. 
Only those who plan to hunt 
migratory birds need to complete 
the H.I.P. survey. 

“The data gleaned from the 
H.I.P. questions is extremely 
important,” said John Brunjes, 
migratory bird biologist for the 
Kentucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “The U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service and 
our department make important 
species management decisions 
based on this information. In the 
past, the Kentucky data suffered 
from inconsistencies.”

Social Security Matters

QUESTION: As the “full retirement age” as defined by the government creeps up to age 67 
(and who knows what it will be for my grandkids) it makes me wonder where the original re¬ 
tirement age of 65 came from. I’ve heard that it had something to do with Germany, but surely 
America didn’t want to model themselves after the Germans during World War II, right? 

ANSWER: There are rumors that the United States chose 65 as the retirement age because of 
Germany, but there’s a little more to the story than that. First of all, let me clarify something im¬ 
portant - Social Security was established in 1935, which was 4 years before World War II. Other 
than that, many countries looked at Germany’s social insurance system for the simple reason that 
they were the first country to adopt such as system (in 1889). A common myth is that Germany’s 
system adopted age 65 as the retirement age because it was designed by Chancellor Otto von 
Bismarck who was 65 at the time; however, he was actually 74. In addition, Germany’s original 
retirement age was 70 and it wasn’t until 1916 that the age was lowered to 65. 

As for the United States, the Committee on Economic Security (CES) based their decision of 
age 65 on (1) the common retirement age chosen by private and state-run pension systems; and (2) 
the age that would maintain funding through modest payroll taxation. Of course, that brings us to 
today’s increasing retirement age - payroll taxation is not keeping up. In addition, life expectancy 
is increasing and is certainly longer than it was in the 1930s. 

QUESTION: I keep hearing that the full retirement age for Social Security benefits is going 
to increase to 67 years old. I’m currently 54 (born in 1958). Will my full retirement age be 66 or 
67? 

ANSWER: Actually, it will be in between 66 and 67 for you. You are right that the Social Se¬ 
curity Administration is increasing the full retirement age to 67; however, this will be a gradual 
process over time. People who were born in 1954 and will be 61 years old this year will be the last 
ones to enjoy a full retirement age of 66. After that, the age will progressively increase over time 
until those bom in 1960 or later will have to deal with a full retirement age of 67. Since you were 
bom in 1958, your full retirement age is actually 66 years and 8 months. 

QUESTION: My parents told me that they waited until they were 70 years old to file for Social 
Security so that they could increase their benefit amount. From what I hear, 70 is the maximum 
age to do this. I am 52 years old, so my full retirement age is 67. Does this mean I can do what 
they did and increase my benefits until I’m 71 years old? 

ANSWER: It sounds like your parents waited to file late in order to earn delayed retirement 
credits (DRCs). If a person waits to file for Social Security benefits after their full retirement age 
(FRA), they will earn DRCs at a rate of 8% per year. With the current FRA of 66, a person can 
earn up to 32% more (8% x 4 years). (NOTE: When earning DRCs the 8% per year is NOT com¬ 
pounded). 

The bad news for you and for other people who are facing an older full retirement age is that 
the maximum age to earn DRCs is still 70. Therefore, unlike your parents, you will only be able 
to increase your benefit amount by 24% (8% x 3 years). Of course there is always the chance that 
legislation can change this rule, but this is the current law on the books.

according to documents Wilson 
circulated at the meeting. 

One area where Hickman 
County falls short, he 
explained, is a category called 
Educational Attainment. 

Wilson said that Educational 
Attainment is a measure of 
the percentage of the county’s 
population between the ages of 
25 and 64 that have a two-year 
degree or higher. 

“We have 20 percent,” 
he said, “and we need to 
have 25 percent.” Wilson 
also noted that 18 percent of 
Hickman County adults do not 
have a General Educational 
Development (GED) certificate 
of high school diploma. This 
percentage, he said, needs to 
go down. 

Wilson said that he believes 
Hickman County’s Educational 
Attainment will increase 
rapidly in the years to come, 
as students who participated 
in Falcon Academy reach 
adulthood. 

Falcon Academy is a dual¬ 
credit program at Hickman 
County High School created 
in 2011 to provide students 
the opportunity to take college 
classes and earn credit for 
them while still in high school 
and at no cost to the students 
or their parents.

the “Work Ready” designation. 
She commended Wilson for 
his enthusiasm and said that 
she will be available for any 
assistance she can offer. 

Wilson said that he is 
planning a Work Ready 
Community Kick Off and 
Planning Meeting for Tuesday, 
March 24, at noon at the Young 
Center in Clinton. 

Hickman County Jailer 
Chad Barber gave a report 
on the Hickman County 
Detention Center during which 
he informed the fiscal court 
that there were currently 40 
state inmates at the jail, three 
Carlisle County inmates, and 
three Hickman County inmates. 
He said that he had just lost 10 
state inmates the week prior, 
and that he will be going to 
pick up nine more this week. 

Wilson gave a report and 
said that he had attended the 
annual meeting of the Hickman 
County Ambulance Board. He 
reported that 452 households 
in the county had paid their 
voluntary dues, and that run 
revenue was increasing. He 
said that the fiscal court’s 
contribution to the ambulance 
service will decrease next year 
from $8,000 to $7,000. The 
current contribution level is 
a decrease from $10,000 last 
year. 

Wilson informed the 
magistrates that County 
Attorney Jason Batts had 
drafted an interlocal agreement 
between Hickman County 
and the cities of Clinton and 
Columbus. He said that the 
agreement, once signed by 
all parties, would enable 
the cities to request road 
assistance from the county 
when no emergency has been 
declared. It was discussed that 
any assistance would only 
come at the request of either 


platelet donations to go 
uncollected. Despite the 
weather, hospital patients 
still rely on transfusions.

city’s governing body and that 
financial reimbursement for 
the assistance would be paid 
to the county from the city 
receiving the assistance. The 
reimbursement would be set up 
in an hourly payment schedule 
for labor and equipment use 
that would be agreed upon by 
all parties. Batts said that he is 
still making final adjustments 
to the agreement and will 
present it to the magistrates at 
their next meeting. 

This is different from the 
recent assistance provided by 
the county road department 
during the declared state 
of emergency. The recent 
emergency status allowed the 
county road department to 
provide assistance without an 
interlocal agreement in place, 
and the county will not be 
reimbursed by either city for the 
assistance they provided when 
clearing snow off city streets. 
Any reimbursement available 
will come from the Federal 
Emergency Management 

Agency (FEMA). 

In the “opportunities” 
segment of the meeting, Wilson 
said that he’d like to see the 
county look into the possibility 
for leasing a new road grader. 
The fiscal court voted to lease 
a grader from Erb Equipment 
for $1,640 per month for four 
years. More information about 
the grader can be found in 
the article on page 1 of this 
newspaper. 

The meeting then adjourned 
and was immediately followed 
by a committee meeting to 
discuss fire protection and 
emergency services. The 
Fire and Emergency Services 
Committee consists of 
Magistrate Henry Cole and 
Magistrate Kory Naranjo.

Platelets help prevent 
massive blood loss and are 
a vital part of cancer and 
organ transplant treatments. 
With a shelf life of just five 
days, platelet donations are 
especially needed.

Individuals who 
are 17 years of age (16 with 
parental consent in some 
states), weigh at least 110 
pounds and are in generally 
good health may be eligible 
to donate blood. High school 
students and other donors 18 
years of age and younger also 
have to meet certain height 
and weight requirements.
